3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant invention 
discloses a system and method for compressing and quantifying movement in synchronous 
video. The key difference between the instant invention and the closest prior art (Wittenstein, et 
al.) is the fact that Wittenstein, et al. do not rely upon representing (or mapping) the cumulative 
color difference between the first and the preceding frames of the digital data in a pseudocolor, 
wherein the pseudo color is configured to map cumulative color differences below a movement 
threshold in a grayscale and cumulative color differences above the movement threshold in at 
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least one distinct color. These features in combination with the other elements of the claims are 
not disclosed or fairly suggested by the prior art of record.
